The  Charities"  Endorsement  Committee  is  designed  to  protect  the 
community  from  fraudulent  and  inefficient  enterprises  soliciting  in 
the  name  of  charity,  and  to  set  a  standard  of  efficiency  below  which 
no  endorsed  charity  shall  fall. 

The  Committee  stands  ready  to  investigate  all  charitable  organiza- 
tions applying  to  it  for  endorsement  and  to  issue  its  official  card  to 
such  as  are  doing  honest  and  intelligent  work. 

It  asks  the  charity-giving  public  to  co-operate  in  making  this  plan 
effective  by  refusing  to  give  to  charities  not  presenting  the  Endorse- 
ment Card  of  the  Committee.

INTRODUCTION 


The  Charities'  Endorsement  Committee,  in  this,  its  first  handbook 
published  since  the  fire,  presents  to  the  public  a  list  of  the  established 
charities  of  the  city,  with  a  brief  description  of  their  work. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  of  1908  the  Endorsement  Committee 
was  repeatedly  asked  for  a  list  of  charities  in  good  standing,  and 
merchants  constantly  complained  that  they  were  besieged  by  solicitors 
about  whom  they  knew  nothing.  It  was  impossible,  however,  at  that 
time,  to  reorganize  the  Endorsement  Committee  for  active  service. 
Both  its  constituent  societies — the  Merchants'  Association  and  the 
Associated  Chai'ities — were  absorbed  in  other  work  forced  upon  them 
as  a  result  of  the  fire.  In  consequence,  the  Committee  was  not  able 
tu  resume  its  ordinary  duties  until  the  spring  of  1909. 

It  was  d'r'i.-ided  that  the  first  and  most  important  service  the  Com- 
mittee could  render  the  general  public  was  to  publish  at  once  a  list  of 
tlii^  established  charities  of  the  city,  so  that  the  merchants  could  dis- 
i-riiiiinatc  auainst  fraudulent  and  inefficient  organizations  and  in  this 
way  pi-evcut  them  from  securing  a  firm  footing  in  this  com- 
munity. This  decision  to  publish  the  list  at  once,  however,  meant  that 
this  Committee  could  not  investigate  personally,  or  through  its  own 
representatives,  all  the  charities.  To  do  this  would  have  required 
months  of  detailed  work.  The  Committee  has,  however,  investigated 
all  organizations  about  whose  standing  it  had  reason  to  believe  there 
w  as  any  question,  and  its  book  contains  only  charities  under  the  active 
control  of  Well-known  and  responsible  people  who  are  working  in 
lii'rfect  good  faith.  The  list,  therefore,  is  a  safe  guide  and  affords 
merchants  an  adequate  protection  against  fraud. 

In  many  departments  of  charity  Avork  the  Committee  would  like 
to  find  a  higher  standard  of  efficiency,  but  to  make  the  attainment 
of  such  a  standard  the  condition  of  its  endorsement  at  this  time  would 
be  most  unreasonable.  For  many  of  the  charities  are  still  suffering 
the  loss  of  plant  and  income,  and  their  directors  deserve  only  credit 
for  the  ciiiu  jil;,^  and  energy  they  have  displayed  in  re-establishing  their 
work  and  adapting  it  to  new  conditions.

<!.    Department  of  Nursing  and  Medical  Treatment 
In  tliis  department  two  trained  nurses  are  supported  by  the 
Crncl:  -   niid  the  Hearst  funds.

The  Bureau  began  its  work  on  September  20,  1907,  and  since  then 
has  operated  under  the  auspices  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society. 
With  the  exception  of  money  secured  from  the  County,  through 
commitments  in  the  Juvenile  Court,  the  finances  of  the  IBureau  are 
part  of  the  general  finances  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society.  The 
work  is  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Arch- 
bishop of  San  Francisco. 

It  is  expected  that  the  work  of  the  Bureau  will  be  taken  over,  in 
the  immediate  future,  by  the  Catholic  Extension  Society,  under  the 
workings  of  which  it  will  constitute  a  separate  department  and  have 
a  governing-  body  of  its  own.

1st. — A  Maternity  Hospital  which  provides  excellent  care  for 
women  of  modei*ate  means. 

2nd. — A  Training-school  for  obstetric  nurses. 

3rd. — A  Department  for  the  Care  of  Abandoned  Babies. 

In  November,  1908,  the  Directors  decided  to  board  out,  in  family 
homes,  all  the  babies  in  their  care.  The  Foundling  Asylum  building 
was  closed  and  a  Receiving  Cottage  built  and  equipped.  In  this  cottage 
there  are  two  trained  nurses  who  care  for  any  babies  left  at  the 
Institution  until  they  can  be  placed  in  foster  homes.  From  Novem- 
ber 15th,  when  this  change  of  system  was  inaugurated,  to  April  15th, 
there  was  but  one  death  and  in  this  case  the  child  was  in  a  dying  con- 
dition when  received. 

Through  the  Children's  Agency  the  babies  are  placed  for  adoption 
as  soon  as  possible.  All  the  money  received  from  the  State  is  paid 
directly  to  foster  mothers. 

Financial  Needs 
The  Babies'  Department  of  the  Institution  needs  $3,000.00  to 
serve  as  a  Revolving  Fund,  as  the  foster  mothers  must  be  paid

First. — To  provide  medical  and  surgical  aid  for  children,  this  being 
the  main  charity.  No  deserving  case  is  refused  as  long  as  a  bed  is 
vacant.  The  "Little  Jim"  Ward  has  25  beds  for  incurable  cases.  It 
is  a  liospital,  not  a  home  for  crippled  children,  and  is  intended  for 
those  whose  pain  and  suffering  can  be  relieved  by  medical  care  and 
attention. 

Second. — To  provide  medical  and  surgical  aid  for  sick  women. 
The  adult  cases  admitted  are  of  three  classes:  (1)  Those  destitute 
and  unable  to  pay  anything;  (2)  Those  able  to  pay  hospital  charges 
only;  (3)  Those  able  to  pay  for  all  services;  this  is  a  source  of  revenue 
to  the  Hospital. 

Third. — To  educate  nurses,  giving  a  three  years'  course  of  reading, 
lectures,  and  practical  nursing. 

During  the  year  1908.  the  Hospital  gave  6,418  days'  absolutely 
free  treatment;  11,691  days'  treatment  at  less  than  full  rates  and 
approximately  10,000  days  to  children  at  the  nominal  charge  of  $1.00 
a  day. 

Financial  Condition 
On  the  basis  of  last  year's  expenditure  it  is  estimated  that  the 
Hospital  will  require  $80,000  for  current  expenses  and  ordinary  re- 
pairs. Eeceipts  from  pay  patients  may  be  estimated  at  $50,000.00, 
leaving  $30,000.00  to  be  obtained  from  current  donations  and  be- 
quests.

The  Hospital's  new  brick  building,  knoAvn  as  the  "Gibb.-?  Annex," 
was  completely  wrecked  liy  the  earthquake.  There  was.  at  that  time, 
a  mortgage  on  this  building  of  $10,000.  This  has  since  been  reduced 
to  $25,000.00.  The  Hospital  has  in  its  Sinking  and  Endowment  Funds 
approximately  $20,000.00 ;  in  addition  to  this  there  is  a  fund  for 
Reconstruction,  amounting  to  $7,851.00. 

The  current  expenses  and  cost  of  repairs  for  1908  exceeded  the  re- 
ceipts from  pay  patients  by  $2,500.00.  If  the  free  work  is  to  be  ex- 
tended, therefore,  the  expenses  must  be  met  from  donations,  sub- 
scriptions, or  an  endowment  fund.  $10,000.00  will  endow  a  bed  in 
perpetuity.

AVith  this  end  in 
view  she  is  nrged  to  stay  in  the  Home  for  several  months  after  the 
birth  of  the  child,  when  an  effort  is  made  to  find  her  a  place  where  she 
will  be  allowed  to  have  her  baby  with  her.  If  this  is  impossible,  the 
child  is  often  kept  at  the  Home,  the  mother  paying  for  its  board. 

The  Florence  Crittenton  Home  makes  a  moderate  charge  for  the 
care  given.  The  circumstances  governing  the  individual  case  are  taken 
into  account  in  determining  the  amoxant  asked  and  the  length  of  time 
allowed  for  payment,  and  no  girl  is  refused  admission  simply  because 
she  is  without  money. 

There  is  urgent  need  for  a  thoroughly  equipped  department  of 
domestic  science,  where,  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  teacher, 
training  can  be  given  in  the  various  departments  of  housework.  The 
skill  so  acquired  will  enable  the  women,  on  leaving  the  Home,  to  secure 
well  paid  situations  and  so  place  them  in  position  to  provide  adequately 
for  their  children. 

Financial  Condition 
Since  the  fire  the  Home  has  lost  most  of  its  income  from  donations 
and  subscriptions.  At  least  $4,500.00  is  required  for  current 
expenses  during  the  coming  year.  Not  more  than  $1,500.00  of  this 
sum  can  be  collected  from  patients,  leaving  a  balance  of  $3,000.00  to 
be  met  from  subscriptions  and  donations,  an  increase  of  $2,600.00  over 
the  amount  received  from  these  sources  during  1908.

Of  these  three  funds,  the  income  only  can  be 
used.  $1,500.00  is  required  for  shingling  and  painting  the  exterior  of 
the  present  Home. 

For  the  year  April,  1908.  to  April.  1909.  the  current  expenses  were, 
in  round  numbers.  $7,000.00.  The  receipts  from  life  members,  board 
of  temporary  inmates,  donations  and  subscriptions  and  the  interest  on 
the  permanent  funds  fell  short  of  this  amount  by  $1,600.00.  It  is. 
therefore,  necessaiy  that  the  income  of  the  Home  be  supplemented  by 
at  least  this  amount  if  it  is  to  meet  it^  ordinary  expenses.  Heretofore 
the  Home  has  met  any  such  shortage  by  drawing  on  moneys  received 
from  legacies.  All  such  moneys  were  exhausted  after  the  earthquake, 
and,  owing  to  local  financial  conditions,  uo  legacies  are  now  being  re-

Object 

The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  the  care  of  persons  permanently 
disabled,  except  those  suffering  from  dementia  or  contagious  disease. 

In  1908,  the  King's  Daughters'  Home  for  Incurables,  an  institution 
that  had  existed  in  San  Francisco  for  sixteen  years,  found  itself  finan- 
cially unable  to  maintain  its  work  and  to  care  for  its  32  life  inmates. 
The  Relief  Committee,  therefore,  was  appealed  to  and  by  it  suitable 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  permanent  care,  either  by  relatives 
or  in  institutions,  of  17  of  the  former  residents  of  the  Home.  There 
remained,  however,  15  patients  to  be  provided  for,  whose  needs  could 
not  be  suitably  met  by  any  of  the  existing  institutions.  The  persons 
composing  the  present  Board  of  Directors,  therefore,  decided  to 
establish  a  new  Home  for  Incurables  and  the  Relief  Committee  ar- 
ranged with  them  for  the  permanent  care  of  the  15  old  people  still 
to  be  provided  for.  The  plan  commended  itself  to  all  interested  in 
charity  work,  because  an  institution  caring  for  those  suffering  from 
chronic  illness  was  absolutely  needed  in  San  Francisco. 

Financial  Condition 
In  1908  the  Home  for  Incurables  received  $15,000.00  from  the  Re- 
lief Corporation  and  in  return  accepted  the  life  care  of  15  patients, 
the  former  inmates  of  the  King's  Daughters'  Home.  Ultimately,  these 
patients  will  cost  much  more  than  this  amount  and  the  additional  sum 
must  be  raised  from  time  to  time  through  subscriptions.  At  present, 
and  until  the  finances  are  on  a  firmer  basis,  the  institution  is  receiving 
no  new  life  members,  but  is  accepting  patients  on  a  monthly  basis, 
charging  from  $40.00  up,  according  to  the  disease  and  the  kind  of  care

The  clin- 
icians have  been  appointed  by  the  medical  schools  and  medical  centers 
of  the  city,  most  of  which  are  now  represented  in  which  is  really  a 
polyclinic  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

Permanent  committees  for  legislative,  municipal  and  educational 
work  and  for  the  control  of  the  dispensary  have  already  been  organ- 
ized and  are  actively  at  work.  In  the  near  future  the  Society  is  to 
organize  a  relief  committee  to  raise  money  so  that  adequate  relief  may 
be  given  to  tubercular  patients  unable  to  care  for  themselves.  A  care- 
fully considered  plan,  arranging  for  close  co-operation  between  the 
Tuberculosis  Society  and  the  Associated  Charities,  has  already  been 
drawn  up  and  accepted  by  both  organizations. 

Financial  Condition 
The  Society  is  supported  entirely  by  voluntary  subscriptions  and 
donations  and  by  membership  dues.    (The  membership  fee  is  $1.00  a 
year. ) 

For  relief  purposes  it  is  estimated  that  at  least  $10,000.00  will  be

"The  Settlement  Home,  where  the  residents  live  their  active  daily 
lives,  sends  nurses  out  to  care  for  the  needy  sick,  doing  all  that  is 
necessary  towards  providing  skilled  care,  hospital  or  dispensary  treat- 
ment, as  well  as  keeping  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  neighborhood 
as  wholesome  as  possible  for  the  sake  of  the  entire  community. 

The  equipment  of  the  Nurses'  Settlement  represents  an  outlay  of 
$15,000.00.  The  Settlement,  besides  its  dispensary,  has  a  Club  House, 
where  are  conducted  classes  and  clubs  for  the  instruction  of  those 
who  need  help,  and  here  also  meet  the  two  principal  civic  organiza- 
tions of  the  Potrero — the  Woman's  Club  and  the  Men's  Promotion  As- 
sociation. 

The  nurses  on  duty  at  the  Settlement  are  professionally  trained 
nurses  and  at  present  are  hoping  to  bring  about  the  co-operation  of 
some  of  the  hospital  training  schools  towards  giving  their  nurses  a 
course  in  social  service  and  district  work. 

The  work  established  at  the  Potrero  is  intelligent  because  of  the 
intimacy  of  the  residents  with  the  actual  conditions  and  needs  of  their 
neighbors,  both  individually  and  as  a  social  unit." 

Financial  Condition 
The  financial  situation  of  the  Settlement  is  serious.   The  work  itself 
grows  constantly  in  advance  of  its  income.    For  a  year  an  effort  has 
been  made  to  raise  $300  more  a  month  for  the  direct  support  of  needed 
nurses,  but  so  far  has  not  been  successful.

The  Society  has  added  to  former  duties  and  activities  that  of  land- 
lord and  rent  collector  to  eight  families  living  in  cottages  at  corner 
of  Filbert  and  Stockton  Streets,  on  land  leased  by  the  Association. 

An  effort  will  be  made  to  interest  capital  to  purchase  land  and  to 
erect  proper  homes  and  tenements,  the  Association  to  act  as  agent  for 
such  properties.  Other  lines  of  work  could  be  increased  if  income  were 
larger.    There  is  imperative  need  for  the  salary  of  another  nurse. 

The  Hill  Farm,  a  home  in  the  country  for  convalescent  women  and 
children,  is  maintained  under  the  auspices  of  the  Telegraph  Hill  As- 
sociation.  It  is  open  from  May  to  November  of  each  year. 

Financial  Condition 

Before  the  fire  the  Association  rented  houses  for  its  clubs  and 
dispensary,  but  it  now  owns  its  land  and  building,  with  an  outstanding 
debt  of  $8,500.00  with  interest  at  5%. 

Its  income  is  practically  the  same  as  before  the  fire.  The  Associa- 
tion has  no  endowment  fund  and  is  dependent  entirely  upon  donations 
and  subscriptions.  To  carry  on  its  work  on  the  same  basis  as  last  year 
it  will  require  an  annual  income  of  at  least  $5,000.00,  an  increase  of 
$1,500.00  over  the  receipts  from  such  sources  in  1908. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Association  will  need  at  least  $3,500.00  for 
the  .support  of  Hill  Farm.  There  is  no  regular  income  and  no  endow- 
ment for  this  special  work ;  both  are  urgently  needed. 


The  People's  Place  has  not  been  included  in  tie  foregoing  list,  but  according 
to  information  received  from  members  of  its  Board,  the  Committee  has  been  led 
to  believe  that  the  work  is  now  in  a  formative  period,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in 
another  year  it  will  be  well  established.
